REPULSE ATTACKS 
The Roy al Air Force announc­ 
ed that its fighters based

Malta repulsed fiv e attacks by 
enemy air fleets. The Ax is sent 
6 9 bombers and more than 15 0 
fighters against the tiny , frequent­ 
ly bombed island. They lost 15 
planes—sev en J unkers 8 8 bombers 
and eight Messerschmitt 109 and 
Macchi fighters.

The conv oy comprised two large 
merchant v essels and three de­ 
stroy ers. Numerous near misses 
were observ ed around both of the 
merchant ships beside the two di­ 
rect hits on one.

Man Survives 


Ship Torpedoing 


The name of First Mate Lou is 
L. Callahan, 46, 1019 West Bay 
av enu e, Newport Beach, t o d a y 
was inclu ded in the list of su r 
v iv ors of a West Coast tanker 
which was torpedoed' by a Jap­ 
anese su bmarine, with the loss of 
six liv es. 
Annou ncement of the sinking 
of the ship was contained in a 
Nav y dispatch. The location of the 
ship at the time of the sinking 
was not disclosed. Efforts to lo­ 
cate First Mate Callahan at his 
Newport address were of no av ail. 
FOUR MEN DIE 
Fou r men of a Nav y gu n crew 
died and the chief engineer and 
the third mate lost their liv es in 
the attack, the Nav y annou nce 
rrent. said. The o t he r 38 men 
aboard the tanker were sav ed. 
Those sav ed were half - naked 
and half-trozen, u nshav en a n d 
tired bu t storming with a great 
anger. They were all men—real 
men—the Nav y said, from the 
two-fisted Norwegian-born skip­ 
per, Capt. Olaf Breiland of Long 
Beach, to the you ngest lad among 
the 10 Nav y gu nners who were 
trapped in their compartment by 
raging flames after the torpedo 
rocketed into the tanker in the 
still of the night. 
The flames set off machine-gu n 
ammu nition on the bu rning tank­ 
er as the crew took to the boats. 
The men had an idea for a time 
that the su bmarine was shelling 
them. 
USE STAR SHELL 
Then the Japs fired a star shell 
into the sky in an attempt to 
sight the su rv iv ors. Capt. Brei­ 
land decided not to send u p any 
distress signals, for fear of draw­ 
ing enemy fire to the lifeboats. 
Then, ju st before dawn, a lu m­ 
ber sbhooner, defying the menace, 
steamed into the zone and blazed 
its searchlights to the water. It 
located the captain’s boat with :ts 
18 su rv iv ors and t o o k t he m 
aboard. Later other boats were 
fou nd and the'occu pants w e r e 
rescu ed.

LOST DETACHMENT 
RETURN TO BASE

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
MARINES ON GUADALCANAL 
ISLAND, Sept. 29 — (Delay ed)— 
(UP)— Within the last busy 24 
hours a lost detachment of Ma­ 
rines came back from the dead 
and the United States Air Force 
planes knocked qut 33 Japanese 
planes without loss. 
Twenty -four of the e n e m y 
planes, 23 out of 25 bombers and 
one out of 18 escorting Zero 
fighters, were downed y esterday 
afternoon. 
Second Lieut. Dale M. Leslie, 
Madison, Fla., and his gunner, 
Priv ate 1st Class Reed Ramsey , 
were fly ing their div e bomber at 
about 1000 feet ov er an isolated 
part of the north shore of Gua­ 
dalcanal when they saw some 
white spots near the beach. 
Leslie went down to inv esti­ 
gate and saw the single word: 
“ Help.” 
To put the word into letters a 
group of Marines, cut off from 
all sides by the Japanese, had 
taken off their shorts and spread 
them on the ground. 
HELP MARINES 
Leslie reported to headquarters 
and sent his plane shrieking down 
again and again, while Ramsey 
kept the machine guns hot, to 
help the Marines to fight their 
way through to shore. 
From headquarters two rescue 
boats under Coast Guard Signal 
man First Class R. J. Ev ans, 
Seattle, and Douglas A. Munroe, 
Clelelum, Wash., were speeding 
up the coast with a destroy er. 
The destroy er swung into the 
coast and started shelling th e 
Japanese inland with ev ery thing 
it had. 
A group of thre Marines ashore 
had made the beach thanks to 
Leslie’s div e attacks, and they 
started swimming the mile and a 
half to the destroy er. Leslie drop 
ped flares near them and a des­ 
troy er boat picked them up. 
Ev ans and Monroe started dir­ 
ect for the beach. Leslie was only 
a few y ards ov er them, the plane’s 
guns blazing. 
The boats ran into a curtain of 
machine gun fire from Japanese 
so well concealed their positions 
could not be fix ed. 
BOATS HIT 
Bullets smacked into the bows 
of the boats. Two men aboard 
went down. Twice the boats went 
in without contacting the isolated 
men ashore. They lay to 100 y ards 
off shore, under steady fire, and 
drov e in the third time. That time 
they got off the entire party . 
The rescuers had little to say . 
“ It was funny ,” Ev ans said. “ It 
wasn’t until we got out of range 
that we found any body had been 
hit.” 
“ It gav e me a funny feeling,” 
Leslie said, “ to see that word help 
down there.” 
Leslie’s fly ing mates said he 
had been up more than 9 0 hours 
in the last 20 day s, most of the 
time on dangerous low lev el bomb­ 
ing and machine gunning mis­ 
sions 
against 
enemy 
landing 
parties.

I food in more variety, but also be­ 
cause we don’t want to take from

"They have modified 
their own Army-style rations to 
suit American peculiarities, and 
on the whole it has been very 
satisfactory.”

| is a wool pool and we are mak- 
{ing American uniforms from B rit­ 
ish cloth over here rather than 
bring wool from America W e ’ve 
found the British battle-dress un­ 
suitable for American 
purposes, 
but we’ve modified the American 
field uniform and made 
many 
sets of American battle-dress, as 
an experiment, from British wool 
cloth. 
“ Also, we are educating 
the 
American 
soldiers now here to 
like the British type bread. W e 
have pooled our gasoline stocks. 
W e are using British coal exclu­ 
sively, about 90 per cent of our 
office stationery is British-made, 
as are all our office supplies. 
“ Bu t we cannot drain the B r it­ 
ish of 
essential 
supplies

needed themselves. Even the one- 
third total of food supplies we 
have been getting from the B r it­ 
ish has been quite a

The Hot Cargo and Secon­ 
dary Boycott bill is now a law of the state of 
California. It was enacted by a vote of 33 to 5 in 
the state senate and a vote of 54 to 26 in the 
as.'Cmbly, It is a war emergency measure, effective 
only until May 1, 19-13, or until the end of the 
war emergency. It serves to prevent irresponsible 
persons, who cannot be controlled, from inter- 
lering with industrial war effort. 
A “ Yes” vote favors retaining the law. 
A ‘‘No’’ vote kills the law and permits the 
praciice of hot cargo and secondary boycott.

Eleanor Roosevelt has passed 
law. It is a Communistic law 
which was first proposed last win 
ter by the United Auto Workers 
of the CIO, the same organization 
which tied up airplane production 
in the North American plant in 
C!alifomia while Britain s t o o d 
alone against the Nazi and the 
alien party of Browder and Bridges 
was sabotaging the American war 
effort with the slogan “The Yanks 
Aren’t Coming”. It is 
the law 
which Congress repeatedly refused 
to pass, limiting income earned by 
personal services to $25,000 a year, 
with c e r t a i n reservations, and 
adopting the Communistic prin­ 
ciples of economic equality. 
After the U A W proposed 
this 
law and Mrs. Roosevelt advocated 
the idea, the President took it up 
and presented it to Congress. Con­ 
gress turned it down. The Presi­ 
dent then threatened to super­ 
sede Congress unless c e r t a i n 
things were done and Congress, 
in a hurry to avoid such a show­ 
down, increased his already great 
executive power.

SAXON O PEN S: One hun­ 
dred fifty years ago, our Founding 
Fathers, with an acute knowledge 
of mankind’s 3000 years of polit­ 
ical e.xperimentation, set up a gov­ 
ernment which they knew would 
keep men free as long as the Con­ 
stitution remained fundamentally 
unchanged.

Basically there are only two 
kinds of government: either the 
people control the government or 
the government controls the peo­ 
ple. Any other situation is merely 
a transition. W’hich kind is best 
depends upon the character of thp 
people making up the nation. The 
people who organized the United 
States of America were the sturdy 
self-reliant type that did not w’ant 
or need a paternalistic government 
which, in exchange for complete 
obedience, would promise t h e m 
food, clothing and shelter. 
If today the Constitution is no 
longer the best formula for Ameri­ 
ca’s government it is not because 
the Constitution ha.s failed; it is 
because Americans no longer have 
the personal characteri.stics neces­ 
sary for political and economic 
freedom. Mr. Bingham may be 
right. Maybe the majority of Am­ 
ericans today want constitutional 
changes that offer illusory collec­ 
tive security. By voting away free­ 
dom they may get .some color of 
slavish .security. But if they do. 
it means that America will go 
the way of Greece, Rome, and 
other great empires, into the lim­ 
bo of history. 
MR. BIN G H AM C H A LLEN G ­ 
ES: One hundred fifty years ago 
a group of young revolutionists in­ 
vented a new form of government. 
They made use of what Hamilton 
(aged 30) termed “wholly new dis­ 
coveries” in the “.science of poli­ 
tics.” The strength of the Con­ 
stitution they wrote lay not in its 
reliance on tradition but in its 
adaptability to change. 
We have moved far since their 
day. They would not recognize 
some of our new discoveries. But 


tutional amendments and due pro­ 
cess of law to o o ld fashioned 
(largely because they fear their 
reforms could not stand the test 
of public opinion.) 
We have "moved far since their 
day.” Since 1932 we have moved 
steadily away from representative 
government toward that "excess of 
democracy,” demagoguery, against 
which the Constitutional Conven­ 
tion warned the nation.

B e n j a m i n 
Franklin’s answer to a.friend, in­ 
quiring as to the kind of govern­ 
ment established by the Consti­ 
tution: “A republic, sir, if you 
can keep it so!” and as we value 
liberty, we must “keep it so. 


Aside from the principle of 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s law, passed over 
the head of Congress, it is un­ 
fair to those who earn their in- 
cornes by personal services and 
to individuals who have kept out 
of debt. It provides that taxes, 
insurance 
premiums 
and 
fixed 
obligations may be deducted and 
this means that a person having 
great properties may deduct his 
taxes on the same, that he who 
is investing in large insurance 
policies may deduct his premiums 
which become a cumulative store 
of personal wealth and that the 
person who has borrowed a lot 
of money may keep it and deduct 


Roosevelt’s new law the amount» 
which he pays his creditors to 
reduce the debt. And, of course, 
anyone who has inherited a for­ 
tune 
yielding a 
large 
incoma 
need not be troubled by the inno­ 
vation. 
Aside from the inequality of a 
law whose stated purpose is to 
promote inequality, a fault which 
could be corrected by straight 
taxation, the principle and the 
intent remain to challenge the 
American concept. If the same 
financial effect has been arrived 
at through income tax schedules 
the objections would not arise. 
In fact, this financial effect has 
been almost accomplished any­ 
way for most of those who w ill 
be affected by Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
law will not pay much more un­ 
der the law 
than they would 
have paid anywfiy on straight 
computation. The Communism is 
seen in the plain assertion that 
no person’s services in private 
enterprise, even outside the wai*x 
effort, can legally be worth more 
than a certain amount of money 
per year. It is impossible to say 
what this maximum amount will 
be except in some hypothetical 
case in which an elaborate set of 
circumstances is improvised for 
purposes or reckoning. 
It is said that the President’s 
own salary will be equalized by 
voluntary action which has noth­ 
ing to do with the case except 
to affirm the offensive principle 
in the highest quarter. But the 
President is a rich man in his 
own right whose mother left a 
fortune of more than $1,000,000 
last year and that million but 
the remainder of a greater for­ 
tune which has b e e n handed 
down and Mrs. Roosevelt, her­ 
self, has received 
one of the 
greatest personal incomes in the 
entire country in the years since 
1932 which has been all hers 
to do with as she pleased, to 
sp en d , 
give away or keep, sub­ 
ject to the usual taxes. None of 1 
this income neither f r o m the 
estate nor 
f r o m accumulated 
riches is affected. 
But the stated purpose of Mrs. 
Roosevelt's law is the key to its 
real intent. First proposed by an 
organization heavily infested with 
Communists, diligently promoted 
by Mrs. Roosevelt and then by 
the President, rejected on prin­ 
ciple by Congress and now en­ 
acted by decree, the law’s purpose 
is not to raise money with which 
to fight the war or prevent in­ 
flation but “ to provide greater 
equality in contributing to the 
war effort.” That phrase “in con­ 
tributing to the war effort” is 
dre.ssing. The real purpose is “ to 
provide for greater equality” by 
establishing the principle 
that 
Americans may receive just so 
much and no more for their ser­ 
vices with the unspoken proviso 
that the maximum may be scale 
from income taxable under Mrs. down to a subsistence" rate.

Latest such was the Justice 
Byrnes’ opinion, absolving & New 
York local Teamstejs union from 
racketeering

tend to bring unions within the 
scope of the racketeering stat­ 
utes.
